in their efforts to conserve one of the 
most valuable of human possessions— 
health—are turning to the young in-

vice also advised that quinine be con- 
sumed by the old and young to de- 
stroy the infection in their bodies that 
may be conveyed by the pests that es- 
cape destruction, and that their homes 
be screened to guard against the bites 
of the mosquitoes until malaria shall 
lave "ceased to be the great menace 
to health and prosperity it is at pres- 
ent in many parts of our country." 


It also is urged by the service that 


the "catechism" be put in the schools 
and its liberal use encouraged by 
boards of 
education and teachers 


wherever malarie prevails.

LIFE-TERM PRISONER 


WENT TO PEN ALONE 


MAN 
CONVICTED 
OF 
MURDER 


PAID HIS OWN PARE TO PRISON 


CAMP — NOT ACCOMPANIED BY 


GUARD. 


JACKSONVILLE, Dec. SO.—An in- 


cident strikingly unique in 
matters 


pertaining to the transfer of persons 
convicted of crime to penitentiaries 
recently had its inception in Duval 
county. 


Tried and sentenced to serve the 


remainder of his life in prison for 
killing a man named Warren in this 
city three years ago, John L. Dodge 
left for the state convict camp at Rat- 
ford Monday morning, unaccompanied 
by any guard whatever. Dodge paid 
his own railroad fare. 


It is said that this is the first time 


in the history of the state that a man 
sentenced to imprisonment for life, 
has been allowed to go unaccompanied 
to the place where he was authorized 
to serve the sentence. 


Sheriff W. H. Dowling said he ex- 


pected to be censured for allowing the 
prisoner to go to the prison camps 
alone, but he declared that be placed 
faith in the prisoner. The sheriff 
learned later that Dodge had kept 
his pledge of honor and had arrived 
at Raiford to begin his term of serv- 
itude.

No drug of stim- 
ulant known can do its 
work. 
In 


the sanitarium, the rooms and wards 
ventilated 
by windows or 'by the 


moot approved methods for constant 
change of air, restricts the freest 
circulation of outdoor air. Only 
in 


the open air itself can the patient 
gain the fullest benefit. 


The sanitarium does not 
permit 


the proper isolation of the 
patient, 


which is a prime necessity both for 
the moral effect upon himself, 
and 


on account of the danger of 
infec- 


tion to nurses, attendants and 
visi- 


tors. The disease germs find lodge- 
ment in the walls and furnishings, 
which only the most frequent 
and 


thorough fumigation can destroy

CONVICTED

PAID HIS OWN PARE TO PRISON 


CAMP — NOT ACCOMPANIED BY 


GUARD. 


JACKSONVILLE, Dec. SO.—An in- 


cldent strikingly unique in matters 
pertaining to the transfer of persons 
convicted of crime to penitentiaries 
recently had its inception In Duval 
county. 


Tried and sentenced to serve the 


remainder of his life in prison for 
killing a man named Warren in this 
city three years ago, John L. Dodge 
left for the state convict camp at Rai- 
ford Monday morning, unaccompanied 
by any guard whatever. Dodge paid 
his own railroad fare. 


It is said that this is the first time 


In the history of the state that a man 
sentenced to imprisonment for life, 
has been allowed to go unaccompanied 
to the place where he was authorized 
to serve the sentence. 


Sheriff W. H. Dowling said he ex- 


pected to be censured for allowing the 
prisoner to go to the prison camps 
alone, but he declared that he placed 
faith in the prisoner. The sheriff 
learned later that Dodge had kept 
his pledge of honor and had arrived 
at Raiford to begin his term of serv- 
itude.
